GOEBEL WINS IN KENTUCKY. 


Nominated for Governor by the Demo- 
crats on the Twenty-sixth 
Ballot. 


— 


Loulsville, Ky., June 27.—William Goebel 
was tonight nominated for Governor on the 
twenty-sixth ballot, after a contest unpar- 
alleled in this State for bitterness and deter- 
mination, or, on the part of the winner, for 
skillful manipulation. 

The end of the long, exhausting fight 
brought a reasonable degree of harmony to 
the factions which have been waged through 
the fight relentlessly and battled for every 
inch of ground. 

Under the resolution adopted by the con- 
vention, Captain W. J. Stone, having re- 
ceived the smallest number of votes, was 
dropped. The twenty-sixth roll call began 
in silence. The first three counties cast 
their votes for Hardin, each announcement 
bringing forth a storm of shouts. Then 
came three Stone counties. The first went 
to Hardin and then the Goebelites struck a 
run of about ten counties with about sixty 
votes.
